ARRESTED IN BED. 


James Barbour, Private Watchman Mas- 
tin’s Assailant, Captured. 


THE WATCHMAN IDENTIFIES HIM AS 
THE MAN WHO THREW THE STONE. 


Mastin in a Dying Condition and Barbour 
Wil Probably Have to Answer to a 
Charge of Murder—A Boy Accused o 
Till-Tapping—Henry Thurman Shoots 
at Burgiars. 


James Barbour was arrested this morning 
by Officers Fox and Hanrihan and charged 
with assaulting Private Watchman William 
Mastin at Fourth and Poplar streets, about 9 
o’clock last night. Barbour is 17 years of 
age. According to his story, two boys were 
playing on the sidewalk infront of the Park 
Theater, on Fourth and Poplar streets, 
where they began quarreling over 
the possession of a beer check, 
which is worth 2% cents. They made 
so much noise the ‘‘bouncer’’ of the theater 
rushed out and drove them away with his 
cane. Barbour was standing near with a 
crowd of boys his own age when a man 
named Bender, an attache of the show, told 
him to move on. He refused and a fight with 
Bender followed. Martin went to Bender’s 
assistance and drove the crowd away. The 
boys threw stones as they ran. Barbour says 
the crowd he was with returned but he re- 
mained on Broadway and Poplar and saw 
the young fellows throwing rocks. Mastin 
ran out of the theater on bear- 
ing the stones pounding the door 
and fired a shot in the air to frighten the 
boys of. Ashe did so a stone struck him in 
the back of the head and fractured his skull. 
He drop to the sidewalk senseless and 
was carried to his home, 616 Walnut street. 
Dr. Turnbull was called in and found 
11 depression of the skull bone 
in the back of the head about the hat line. 
Mastin recovered consciousness in a few 
hours, but began to sink. Sergt. Garvin 
sent his men to look up the assaliant,and at 2 
o’clock this morning they took Barbour from 
his bed at 504 Sout Sixth street. 
When taken before Mastin 
the wounded man declared him to be the 
person who had thrown the rock. Barbour 
was placed in a cell at the Four Courts, and 
will be held there to await the result of 
Mastin’s injuries. h h boy

Mrs. David, drawing a 
pocket-knife, rushed up and commenced to 
slash right and left at Haesler. She plunged 
the blade into his neck, missing the jugular 
vein by an eighth of an inch; a second time 
she severed an artery in his right arm. The 
other wounds were very slight. Haesler was 
removed to a hospital, where it ts thought 
his wounds will not be necessarily fatal and 
the Davids were locked up.

Influence Has Something to Do With 
Teachers’ Appointments, 


MEMBERS OF THE BOARD ON THE PRO- 
POSED NEW RULE. 


The Cleaver Case Be Investigated if 
Formal Charges Preferred—Oppo- 
sition to the Proposed Change in the 
Rules Increasing Supt. Long’s Power— 
President Miller Explains His Plan. 


The suggestion of President Miller thata 
new rule be adopted in the School Board, 
trensferring the power of promoting teach- 
ers from the Teachers Committee to the 
superintendent, has occasioned much dis- 
cussion. As matters stand now the Teachers 
committee is clothed with the power 
of transferring and promoting teachers 
justas it seems necessary and proper. In 
most cases, however, it appears that Supt. 
Long's recommendations are given prefer- 
ence. There are cases, it ig understood, 
where the Teachers Committee has ruth- 
lessly set aside merit and promoted teachers 
because of the strong influence brought to 
pear by their relatives and friends. 

The new schools and additions erected dur- 
ing the past vacation have drawn heavily 
on the reserve corps of teachers, and at 
present there are but few, if any of, the 
available Normal graduates on the list. This 
condition of affairs places the committee in 
the position of having to look ou of. the 
usual supply source for pedagogic material. 
In June the Normal will vate a number 
of young ladies, but n 1 be some time be- 
fore they will be available for teaching un- 
less the rules are somewhet changed. 

PRESIDENT MILLER’S PLAN. 

President Miller holds that the only way to 
do away with the chazgee of favoritism that 
are made at times against the 
Teachers Committee is to let the 
Superintendent make all promotions and 
transfers subject to the approval of the 
Teachers Committee. Speaking on this sub- 
ject this morning he said: ‘‘Of course, you 
will hear complaints at times that favorit 
guides the selection and promotion of teach- 
ers more than worth, but this is not so. 1 
ean say unhesitatingly that not more than 5 
pet cent of the recommendations made 
„ Supt. Long have been rejected 
curing the past five years. It 
is only right that the Superintendent should 
make the promotions, knows the teach- 
ersand their qualifications, and is cert 
the best judge astotheir fitness. Let him 
make the promotions, subject, of course, to 
the approval of the Teachers Committee 
andthe board. Unless there is unanimous 
objection on the part of the Teachers Com- 
mittee tke recommendation should de car- 
ried out. If the Teachers Committee wants 
to select somebody not recommen by 
the Superintendent that body shoul 
only be privileged to do so a unanimous 
vote. I do not intend to in uce this reso- 
jution myself, but I think the new board 
should take up the matter. I have suggested 
it and I consider it a good plan.

BRIDGE MEMORIAL LIBRARY, WALPOLE, N. E.

| CANNOT DO 80. 


The Association Holds a Majority of the 
Stock of Each Club-—St. Louis Wins 
and Boston Loses Yesterday—The La- 
tonia Ringer Case-—A Swimming 
Record Broken—Sporting News.

THE TURF. 

NEW Tonk, Sept. 14.—The meeting of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club opens to-day and the 
fight between Mr. Dwyer and the telegraph 
company will begin.

LATONIA RINGER. 


There seems to be little doubt now, writes 
Black and Blue, that the announcement a 
few days ago, naming Tanner as the horse 
with which the Polk Badget turf fraud was 
committed at Latonia, was based upona 
correct conception of the circumstances. 
The connection between the Brannons and 
Polk Badget and Tanner has been main- 
tained. The fact that the alleged Polk 
Badget was hurried away from the track im 
mediately after the bookmakers had been hit 
so heavily for thousands of dollars was in it- 
self suspicious. The fact that one of the 
Brannons yesterday morning received in 
Jersey City over the Pennsylvania Railroad 
arace horse from the Latonia track is also 
proof that fraud was committed. This horse 
was bundled away with all the secrecy 
possible. He was blanketed in such a man- 
ner as to bealmost wholly disguised. No- 
body knows just where he was taken, 
whether to one ofthe race tracks ortoa 
stall in some private stable, but the fact re- 
mains that the Brannons will have to pro- 
duce both Polk Badget and Tanner and ex- 
plain the mystery that has surrounded these 
two horses since the race that was run on 
Monday last at Latonla. That they 
can satisfactorily explain it is im- 
probable. If there had been no fraud in the 
Latonia race both Tanner and Polk Badget, 
if such a horse exists, could have remained 
in their stalls. The desperate attempt since 
that time, by various conflicting stories, to 
prove that there was no ringer in the Lato- 
nia race has not convinced anybody of 
the innocence of the parties to 
this scheme. The main interest in 
it, however, so far as Eastern turf-goers are 
concerned, is in the possibility that sucha 
thing may have happened, or may again hap- 
pen, upon some of our Eastern tracks. At 
the Hudson County Jockey Club, at the 
track of the Brighton Beach Racing Associa- 
tion and at Gravesend it would be next to 
impossible to have such a case of fraud hap- 
pen, as the officials there are ever Vigilant. 

WHAT HORSEMEN ARE SAYING. 

Prince Royal pulled up very lame Thursday, 
and the probabilities are that he will be 
turned over to Mr. J. B. Ferguson for breed- 
ing purposes. 

A number of prominent horsemen who 
have been unusually successful this season 
will spend their surplus winnings in Europe.

THE GUN. 

A wonderful rifie shot recently turned up in 
Illinois in the person of William Rigden, who 
issaid to be the finest shot in his line in 
America. 
and consequently his fame has until recently 
been limited to the people of his native 
State. The feat that brought him promi- 
nently to general public notice not long ago 
was the hitting of twenty pennies out ofa 
possible twenty-five, thrownintheair. Rig- 
den used a 22-caliber rifie, and by his success 
broke the worid’s snap shooting record, 

Rigden always loved to use a rifle, and 
about ten years ago discovered that he could 
discount old Leatherstocking’s famous feat 
of shooting a pigeon on the wing with a rifie 
by bringing down swallows as they swiftly 
cleft the air. Four years of spasmodic and 
five years of daily practice since then have 
made him a wonderful shot. 

He thinks nothing of breaking 490 glass balls 
out of a possible 500 with a 22-caliber rifle, but 
considers the following a rather difficult feat: 
An assistant throws a stone as large as a base 
ball into the air. Rigden peppers it once, re- 

loads his rifle by ‘‘breaking the gun’’ and 
then peppers it a second time while it is 
still in the air.
